A swimming pool for the Blackey area be- 
came Immediately a part of the pilot project. 
Negotiations were begun with ttie Farmers 
Home Administration of the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture, through County Supervisor 
Charles Gibson, at Hazard, for technical advice 
and financing Meanwhile the idea arising from 
the double tragedy attracted tlie attention of M 
Congressman Carl Perkins. In a personal letter 
to Sargent Shriver, head of the Office ot Econo- . 
mic Opportunity, Carl asked the director’s per- 1 
sonal attention to the swimming pool project. 
And in the satisfying way in which news of such 
human interests gets around, there came an of- 
fer of batii towels from Janet Brooks of The 
Wooden Horse specialty shop of far-off Mount 
Vernon, Iowa. 

In effort fo reach and interest the resi- 
dents of other communities in the project, the 
Blackey group began to hold meetings in other 
areas. A pleasing representation of neighbors 
attended the July meeting at Campbells Branch 
School for Lie convenience of residents of the 
Line Fork and Ulva.i communities. Willie Watts, 
high school teacher, of Line Fork, was elected 
vice-chairman of the committee. 

The committee voted to meet Friday, Aug- 
ust 6, at 7 p.m. at the Kingdom Come School, 
when • resident of that araa will be elected to 
the board of directors of tha committee.
